It was mainly because dogs were bark¬ 
ing, crows were cawing, lizards and 
mosquitos were scratching at his 
screens, people were ringing bells on 
tne rickshaws and a noisy wedding 
ceremony, complete with songs and 
chants kept things lively until 3:30 
in the morning.

That was his first night in Pakis¬ 
tan. His first morning wasn’t much 
better. After getting dressed, he went 
to school only to have his class inter-

Thirty-two excited East New Yorkers visited the New 
York Supreme Court in downtown Brooklyn on October 15. 
The students were the semi-finalists in the essay contest 
on the subject, “Our Courts As Guardians of Liberty.” 
The reason for the trip was to enable the semi-finalists 
to write better essays for the finals. 

The group, which consisted of three students from each 
senior English and junior Tech English class, Mr. 
Ilivicky, Social Studies Chairman, and Mr. Camson, 
Health Education Chairman, met the court guide on the 
steps outside the building. Mr. Solkin, the guide, began 
the tour by describing and naming the buildings around 
the Supreme Court and then commenting on the figures 
sculptured into the Supreme Court building itself. These 
buildings, which make up part of the downtown civic cen¬ 
ter, are very beautiful. One of them, 
the Postal Building, is modeled after 
a French chateau. After this interest¬ 
ing briefing was over, the boys were 
taken to one of the criminal courts 
where an actual trial was taking 
place. When the trial was adjourned, 
the judge spoke to the attentive vis¬ 
itors at out the trial, discussing court¬ 
room procedures. 

After lunch, they were again taken 
into one empty courtroom where they 
were introduced to Mr. Mangano, the 
general clerk and administrator in 
charge of the entire building. He 
spoke to them about the courts and 
the judiciary system as a whole. When 
he had finished, the boys were given 
pamphlets which explained parts of 
the judiciary system and then they 
departed from the beautiful Supreme 
Court building.

Mr. Fox Present

This year “C-17” has undergone 
some major changes. Mr. Fox, who 
was formerly placement counselor and 
Mr. Goor’s aid, has taken over Mr. 
Goor’s job as attendance coordinator. 
In addition, Mr. Lawrence Zolotorofe, 
a newcomer to E.N.Y., has become 
our first full time vocational and 
placement counselor. 

Mr. Fox’s overall objective is to 
“bring attendance as close to 100% 
as possible.” “Any practice or change 
in policy which helps to approach 
that objective will be retained and 
strengthened.” His job in the near 
future is to: (1) reduce absences and 
latenesses; (2) counsel potential drop¬ 
outs and their parents; (3) supervise 
all the attendance work done by the 
official teachers. 

Mr. Goor gave up his job as attend¬ 
ance coordinator because he was anx¬ 
ious to resume his career as a physics 
teacher. 

Mr. Zolotorofe is employed by the 
New York State Employment Service 
as part of an experimental plan to 
place vocational graduates in suitable 
jobs. Part of his job is to give advice 
and information on where to go for 
a job and how to go about it. He feels 
that many students aren’t really 
aware of the business world, and do 
not know the proper way to go about 
getting a job. He said that the stu¬ 
dent should look nice when applying 
for a job (i.e. white shirt, tie, jacket, 
polished shoes, etc.). The attitude of 
the student is also important, so the 
student should get in the proper frame 
of mind. 

Mr. Zolotorofe feels his job is main¬ 
ly “a matter of matching the capabil¬ 
ities of the man to the job require¬ 
ments. I consider placing a young man 
in a suitable job a most rewarding 
experience.” His work is done by call¬ 
ing companies on the phone, and con¬ 
tacting empolyment offices and other 
people, including students, who know 
about job openings. 

Mr. Zolotorofe said he is always 
willing to help students with prob¬ 
lems. He is in room C-17 everyday 
from 8:00 A.M. until 4:00 P.M. Every 
senior will be interviewed before the 
end of February. 


Carpenters Building 

A Solid Foundation

The need for skilled construction workers keeps grow¬ 
ing. East New York’s Carpentry and Building Construc¬ 
tion course is helping to produce some of the men who 
will fill that need. 

In order to do this job E.N.Y. needs the proper “tools.” 
In this case its tools are qualified teachers, well equipped 
shops, and students who want to learn. Look into some of 
our shops and judge whether the job is being done. 

In Room 120 you will find Mr. Lee, who attended 
Erasmus Hall and Brooklyn Prep High Schools and com¬ 
pleted his basic studies at State University. He has had 
fifteen years’ experience in the trade. Mr. Lee also 
teaches fourth year apprentices of the Nassau County 
Carpenters Union, and at Farmingdale College.

C7 is where Mr. Wronwick holds his shop. Mr. Wron- 
wick, who has been teaching for fifty years, started the 
Building Construction course at E.N.Y. He holds two 
degrees from N.Y.U. 

Mr. Fisher teaches basic carpentry in Room 206. He 
attended Brooklyn Tech and completed teacher training 
courses. He has been in East New York since the build¬ 
ing opened. 

Mr. Settepani also teaches basic carpentry. He grad¬ 
uated from Stuyvesant High School and later completed 
a four year New York State Training course for teachers. 

Some of our other excellent instructors are Mr. Bran- 
dine, a graduate of E.N.Y. who also serves as grade ad¬ 
viser for the future carpenters; Mr. Harris, who is lo¬ 
cated in the boat-bui’ding shop; Mr. Brown, Mr. Schmitt, 
Mr. Kurlander and Mr. Rosen, Shop Chairman, among 
whose skills is that of law and golf. 

After a year of exploratory shops, students who select 
Building Construction take Basic Carpentry in their soph¬ 
omore year. There they learn the fundamentals of the 
trade and build cabinets or other projects for personal 
use. The junior year is an important year because it in¬ 
troduces a new phase, building construction. In this shop 
the boys build scale houses. You can see examples in 
Rooms 120 and C7. Construction of the houses continues 
into the senior year, when the stairs and a roof are added. 
When graduation day arrives, seniors who have concen¬ 
trated on their studies are well equipped for high paying 
jobs in the industry. 

If you are a freshman and have not fully made up your 
mind about a course of study, look into Rooms C7, 120, or 
206, and then make your decision.

Mr. Rubin Spurs Growth 
Of Non-Smokers Club

“We want cancer!” Although this is 
not exactly how it is said, millions of 
people all over the world are imply¬ 
ing this by smoking. 

Mr. Rubin, our health counselor, 
has been trying to put the word 
“DON’T” into this slogan by convinc¬ 
ing East New Yorkers to break the 
habit. One of his methods was to start 
a Non-Smokers Club, open to both 
students and teachers. 

This club was launched during an 
assembly program which also aimed 
to inform students about the health 
services provided by the school. Dur¬ 
ing the program Mr. Rubin presented 
statistics which showed how teen-age 
smoking had increased. Later he used 
slides which showed some of the re¬ 
search done on finding irritants in 
tobacco, and also showed the effects 
of those irritants on mice and on 
human lungs. The pictures told a vivid I 
story. 

Dr. Leban, our school physician, 
then told of other disorders such as 
heart disease, high blood pressure, etc. 
which have also been linked to 
smoking. 

As a result of this assembly pro¬ 
gram and Mr. Rubin’s continuing 
campaign, over two hundred East 
New Yorkers and several teachers 
have joined his Non-Smokers Club. 

Why all the fuss? Here are some 
of the reasons behind our Health 
Counselor’s concern for your health. 

It has been proved to the satisfac¬ 
tion of many prominent medical au¬ 
thorities, that smoking is the major- 
cause of cancer. But the charges don’t 
stop there. It also causes chronic bron¬ 
chitis (better known as smokers 
cough), coronary heart disease, and 
ulcers, and decreases the appetite, 
which can lead to poor health. Be¬ 
cause it has been “proved” that smok¬ 
ing causes cancer, many people in¬ 
cluding doctors, have stopped smoking. 

Even so the number of deaths due 
to cancer is steadily rising. Between 
1958-60 in the United States in the 
65-74 age group an average of 207.5 
men per 100,000 of the population 
died of lung cancer. In Great Britain 
the figure was 414.4 per 100,000. In

most nations cancer of the stomach 
remains the biggest killer, but in the 
United States and Britain lung cancer 
claims the most victims. 

If smoking is so dangerous, why 
are so many people smoking? The an¬ 
swer is mainly because of advertis¬ 
ing. The manufacturers of cigarettes 
spend millions of dollars yearly to 
overcome the fact that smoking does 
cause cancer. They ply on the aver¬ 
age person’s weaknesses. The cigar¬ 
ette ads imply that men who smoke 
will become popular with the ladies, 
that they will be “thinking” men, men 
“in the know,” “real men.” 

Because advertising plays such a 
big part when people decide to smoke, 
some countries do not allow cigarette 
advertisements on television. Britain 
does not allow cigarette commercials 
on TV before 9:00 P.M.
